Before joining Hartnell’s music 
department in 1950, Mr. Aslanian 
was an instructor on the San Ber- 
nardino city schools’ music staff for 
four years. He is president of the 
Northern California Music Educa- 
tor's. Association. 

Mr. Lee is a new addition to the 
staff of Hartnell’s music depart- 
ment. He teaches music fundamen- 
tals, and fundamentals of speech 
and musicianship; he also conducts 
and directs the marching and dance 
bands. He received his bachelor of 
arts degree from the University of 
California and his master’s degree 
from San Francisco State college.

Before joining the college’s fac- 
ulty rank this fall, Mr. Lee taught 
at Sé.
